Church, Planning Hassle Continues 


The Yorba Linda Planning 
Commission Wednesday night 
continued for two weeks an 
application by the congregation of 
Calvary Baptist Church for permis- 


sion to open a school. 


P The continuance was requested 


y the church as the lesser of two 


evils. Had the congregation 
requested, the commission would 
have fejected the application 


outright, enabling the church to 
appeal its decision to the city 
council, 

After discussion, members of the 
church decided to accept the 
continuance in hopes it would allow 
the school to be opened sooner than 
a successful appeal would. An 
appeal would take four weeks. 
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Application for a conditional use 
permit to allow establishment of the 
school was first made July 13. Since 
then, the application has been 
moving through channels--much too 
slowly to suit the church, much to 
quickly to suit the commission. 

‘‘We just haven’t had enough 
time to work on this,’’ complained 
commission chairman Anton Groot. 

Problems with the application 
arose in two areas: an equestrian 
trail, which according to the city’s 
master plan of trails must pass 
through or around the church 
property, and possible inconveni- 
ence and detriment to neighboring 
homes. 

Although the church had come to 
the meeting with a plan already 


worked out with member of the city _ 


trails committee calling for a 
four-foot wide trail skirting the 
church parking lot, opposition by 
commission members to the 
narrowness forced reconsideration. 
Eventually, City Engineer Roy 
Stephenson offered to work with the 
church to redesign the parking lot to 
allow an eight-foot-wide trail. 

Objection voiced by church 
neighbors who came to the meeting 
to oppose the application centered 
around noise levels which they 
feared use of the building as a school 
would produce. 

(The current application calls for 
classes from kindergarten through 
eighth grade, although Dr, R.W. 
Cunningham, pastor of the church, 


indicated they plan to expand the 
scope to include classes through 
gtade 12. Permission was tentative- 
ly granted by the commission for an 
enrollment of 92.) 

Arlene Heaton, whose home 
adjoins the northeast edge of the 
church property, further described 
problems with children trespassing 
in her avocado grove. 

Another neighbor, Margie Haller, 
cemplained that local homeowners 
had not received notice of the 
hearing until that afternoon. 

Questioned by commission mem- 
ber Irwin Fried, city planning. 
digector Phil Paxton explained that 
the hearing had been properly 
advertised in the Star and that 
n@tification mailed to adjoining 


property-owners, although late, was 
legal. 

When the application came to a 
vote, it was rejected by the 
commissioners 3-2. 

Opposing the application, com- 
missioner Ann L. Capron said, ‘‘I do 
not feel the school would be 
compatible with the surrounding 
residential property." 

Commissioner Howard Eriksen 
countered that the feared detriment 
to the neighborhood would prove 
imaginary and that they proposed 
school would be compatible with 
present use of the building as a 
church. He voted for. 

Commissioner Fried voiced mixed 
feelings over the application. 
Agreeing with Capron that the 
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FIESTA DAYS PARADE--plans are well underway and interested groups should have their plans in for the Yorba 
Linda Fiesta Days.

Mrs. Claire Laidlaw, acting for 
Booth Chairman Mrs. Irene Kamin, 
reported that the requests for booth 
reservations has been tremendous.

All groups, 
regardless of whether they have had 
a booth in past years, must contact 
Mrs. Kamin or Mrs. Laidlaw by this 
time. 


Add Funds To Budget 


Additional school financing from 
the state has allowed the Yorba 
Linda School District to add several 
items to the budget that had been 
deleted due to lack of funds. 

The Board of Trustees approved 
the planting of grass on Linda Vista 
playgrounds, four special education 
teacher aides, one resource teacher 
at the junior high, one maintenance/ 
groundsman and clerical overtime. 
The package came to $44,595. 

A large number of teachers were 
at the meeting to protest the extra 
hours for students, instigated 
because of having only one bus run. 

Kindergarten, first and second 
grade teachers said that the 
lengthened schedules were on a 
hardship on the students. They 


spoke after Mary Pagel, chairman of 
the Certificated Employees Council, 
proposed a revision of the student’s 
learning day. 


The board and the administration 
took the complaints under advise- 
ment and will study the matter. 


Superintendent Sterling Fox 
reported that the district enrolle- 
ment on opening day was pretty 
much in line with estimates. he 
said that enrollment was up to 2391 
as compared to 2360 the previous 
year. 


Mary Pagel reported that summer 
school was ‘‘at least a moderate 
sucess’’ with about an 84% average 
of attendance in four schools over 
the five week period. 


Cromwell To Teach 


Whit Cromwell, Yorba Linda 
councilman and former Postmaster 
and Customer Relations representa- 
tive, will be the instructor for a 
course in Efficient Mail Manage- 
ment which will be offered under the 
joint sponsorship of the Orange 
County Postal Customer Conference 
and the Northern Orange County 
Community College District, Even- 
ing Adult Education Division. 

The class will meet in Room 11, 
Anaheim High School, Thursday 


evenings from 7 to 10 p.m. First 
meeting and registration will be 
September 18. The fee is $4. 

The course will cover basic mail 
classification and preparation, 
mailroom design and equipment, 
special mail services and Inter- 
national mail, by employing audio 
visual materials and guest experts 
from the industry and the Postal 
Service. 

Featured will be tours of postal 
facilities and a modern mailroom. 


Cash Contest 


Lorraine Scheidt, chairman of 
the Yorba Linda Beautification 
Committee, today announced 
plans for a cash contest in 
connection with the Fiesta Day 
Parade. 

The committee is offering a $50 
cash prize to any entry that 
qualifies, Lorraine explained. 
The rules are simple: Any 
non-commercial, registered par- 
ade entry from Yorba Linda may 
enter. 

The entry should carry a 


beautification message, and tie 
into ‘‘Sweet Land of Liberty’’, the 
theme of the parade. 

Mrs. Scheidt explained that in 
order to enter, the group should 
submit a drawing or letter of 


explanation, preferably both, 
including a statement on why 
their group should win. 

They should be submitted 
before October Ist, to the 
Beautification Committee at City 
Hall. The winner will be 
announced on October 8th. For 
additional information, contact 
Bill Rogers Jr. 635-4020.

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Merchants Agree To 
Upgrade Main Street 


A revitalization of the Main Street 
shopping district was discussed at 
an enthusiastic and _ idea-filled 
meeting last week. 


Several of the Main Street 
merchants accepted a Chamber of 
Commerce invitation to launch a 
project which would more sharply 
focus the attention of shoppers of the- 
area. 


The first problem to be met, 
according to those present, is to give 
Main Street visual identification. 
This is proposed by the erection of 
signs at both ends of the street. 


Renovation of store fronts, new 
sidewalks, trees, benches and other 
suggestions were offered as a means 
of beautification, 

Considerable attention was given 
to the problem of street parking with 
several of the merhcants present 
sheepishly admitting that they use 
spaces which could be utilized by 
shoppers. They all promised to park 
elsewhere in the future. 

Several advertising ideas were 
discussed with a view towards 
acquainting the public with the 
businesses and services offered on 
Main Street. 


The people in attendance agreed 
to the formation of a merchant's 
association. They also indicated 
their willingness to approach other 
merchants not at the meeting to 
obtain their cooperation in the 
project. 


It was agreed that the various 
steps considered, plus a unified 
front, would convince city officials of 
the desire to upgrade Main Street 
and assure the city’s cooperation. To 
this end, those present pledged 
financial participation to get the 
planning underway. 


‘Travel- Funds OK’d 


After discussion and _ disa- 
greement, the Yorba Linda city 
council Monday night adopted 
policies regarding reimbursement of 
travelling councilmen and selection 
of mayors and vice-mayors. 

The proposed policy of reimburse- 
ment was drawn up following study 
of practices in other cities. As 
adopted, it calls for reimbursement 
of councilmen for ‘‘out-of-county’’ 
expenses incurred while attending 
conferences and the like. 

Reimbursement will be made only 
when prior approval of the council 
has been obtained by the traveller, 
except when lack of time prevents 
getting such. Then, a request for 
reimbursement may be made upon 
return. 


Strongest opposition to the policy 
was voiced by Councilman Rudolph 
A. Castro, who said the measure 
would ‘‘only open up the 
floodgates.”’ 

“It’s unfortunate what happens 
when elected officials have access to 
(travelling funds),’’ Castro declar- 
ed. ‘‘I’m of the firm belief that a city 
official interested in attending a 
conference should pay his own way. 
That shows his interest. 

‘*For Yorba Linda to join the other 
cities in sending councilmen to 
conferences at city expense would 
be ridiculous.”’ 

Further opposition was expressed 
by Councilman Dale Chaput, who 
said that conferences were occasion- 
ally little more than an excuse for 


round-the-clock partying. 

‘*l would like to see no policy other 
than to budget for funds (on a case 
by case basis),’’ Chaput said. 

Mayor Carolyn P. Ewing defend- 
ed the policy however, saying, ‘‘l 
think (the measure) certainly would 
not open the floodgates.”’ 

In the end, the policy passed by a 
4-1 vote, Castro, who offered the 
amendment requiring prior ap- 
proval, the sole dissenter. 

The policy on selection of mayor 
and vice-mayor, offered by Ewing, 
calls for election of the officers each 
year on the second regularly 
scheduled council meeting in 
March. Procedure will be a roll-call 


vote.

Reagan

So angry are many U.S. senators over the State Department's tiptoe 
diplomacy toward Panama, that one of these days the Senate may pass the 


Byrd Amendment to cut off state’s funds for negotiating away our rights to 


the Panama Canal. 


Ever since Secretary of State Henry Kissinger signed a memorandum 
with his Panamanian counterpart in early 1974 agreeing to hand over the 
Panama Canal, congressional and public reaction has been mounting in 


intensity. 


No wonder. The canal belongs to the United States. 

The United States acquired sovereignty (not rental or lease) to the Canal 
Zone in perpetuity shortly after Panama seceded from Colombia in 1903. 

The Panamanians seceded because they wanted to participate in the 
benefits the canal would bring to their part of the world, and they identified 
future success with the United States, having watched the French fail at 
attempts to build a canal. Today, Panama has the highest standard of living 


in Central America. 


In all, the United States has spent more than $166 million in acquiring the 
Canal Zone. We pay Panama an annuity in lieu of payments for the Panama 
Railroad amounting to more than $2 million a year. 

The Panamanian government isn’t about to kill the goose that laid the 
golden egg, as evidenced by a series of expensive, full-color, double-page 
ads in many U.S. magazines this summer, beckoning U.S. tourists to the 


Central American nation. 


Panama's government won't (and can’t) kill the goose, but they’re 
banking on the State Department's timidity and a hazy view of history of 
Americans to lay title to all the goose’s eggs in the Isthmus. 

Memories are so short that relatively few Americans recall that the leftist 
propaganda coming out of Panama today, asserting ‘‘sovereignty’’ over the 
canal, hinting at sabotage and condemning the United States for 
‘‘colonialism,’’ is all coming from the same regime that overthrew an 
elected, pro-U.S. government just seven years ago. 

The incubation of the present Marxist government goes back a long way. 
When the Communist Party of Panama was founded in 1930, its charter 
spelled out two key goals: 1. gain control of the government through the 
armed forces; 2. nationalize the Canal Zone via treaty negotiations. 

Goal No. 1 was realized when, on Oct. 11, 1968, the armed forces (called 
the National Guard) overthrew the newly inaugurated government of 


President Arnulfo Arias. 


Arias, president twice before (and denied office a third time by apparent 
vote fraud), had been an outspoken critic of Soviet designs on the canal since 


his first election in 1940. 


Slowly, over the years, a cadre of young, carefully indoctrinated Marxist 
military officers grew in size in the National Guard until it was strong enough 


to bring off the coup. 


On seizing the government, they immediately disbanded the National 
Assembly, censored the press and suspended civil rights. There hasn’t been 


an election since. 


Today, the government speaks not for the people of Panama, but for the 


guns of the National Guard. 
So far, it has succeeded, i 
columnist M. Stanton Evans 


intimidating our State Department. As 
mented recently, *‘The arguments used to 


justify this course of action (giveaway of the canal) are vintage Western guilt 
complex, familiar to students of our diplomacy.” 

In addition to Kissinger’s memorandum (which, by the way, contradicts a, 
1907 U.S. Supreme Court decision reaffirming U.S. sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone), the Panamanian government has acquired from the so-called 
nonaligned nations group a resolution supporting its claim. 

This spring it added a similar resolution from the Organization of 
American States. This fall it will seek one from the U.N. General Assembly. 

Close observers of the Panama scene believe that, with or without this last 
document, strongman Omar Torrijos will make propaganda hay over these 


resolutions ‘‘legitimizing’’ his claims. 


He may move on the Canal Zone, not with guns firing, but by walking 
(possibly hand in hand with another Latin American head of state or two) 
into the zone and delivering a document announcing its ‘‘nationalization.”’ 

Should that happen, the United States would face some unhappy choices, 
for almost any response could be used as a pretext for well-coached rioters to 


go to work. 


It can be prevented. Congress’ balky mood over a new treaty can show 
stiff popular resistance to a giveaway. 

The government can go further with preventative steps by making it clear 
to Torrijos & Co. (well in advance) that it will not permit a ‘‘walk-in’’ or any 
attempt for forcefully take over the canal. Deny Torrijos entry at the gate and 
he's lost his propaganda advantage; let him stroll in and he’s sitting in the

Purchase Palm Park 


Yorba Linda City Council voted 
Monday night to purchase the 
much-haggled-over park site at the 
corner of Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Palm Avenue---but for a figure of 
$5,000 over the recently appraised 
value of $230,000. The owners of the 
property had previously offered to 
sell the land to the city for $255,000. 

About one month ago, in view of 
an inability to come to terms over the 
amount with the owners, the city had 
directed counsel to prepare 
condemnation proceedings. On the 
following day, however, a letter was 
received from the owners offering to 
sell the land for the $235,000 figure. 

City Administrator Arthur Simon- 
ian further noted that Orange 
County will be paying half the cost of 
developing the park, with funds 
budgeted for expenditure this fiscal 
year. 

Since condemnation would take a 
year, he said, it would be necessary 


then to go back to the county to ask 
for a new appropriation. 

Whit Cromwell was the only 
councilman to oppose the purchase, 
declaring that he did not feel the 
land was ‘‘a proper location. The 
money could be better spent for 
other land,’’ he said. He further 
cited an alleged lack of funds for 
maintenance of the park. 


Councilman Rudolph Castro, who 
called the $235,000 offer ‘‘really 
sickening,’ contrasted the difficul- 
ties over purchase of the land with 
what he described as practice 
elsewhere. Instead of offering the 
land to the city at a minimal figure, 
he claimed, the owners were ‘‘trying 
to milk from the city as much money 
as possible.”’ 


“I’m very ambivalent about 
accepting this offer,’’ the council- 
man said, *‘but I don’t want this land 
to be lost.’’

Groot said, ‘‘but the package is not 
yet totally acceptable to me. I cannot 
approve the measure with the 
present conditions.”’ 

During a short recess taken to give 
the congregation a chance to decide? 
their course, Groot in an apparently 
move, offered them his services as a 
go-between or liaison between 
church, neighbors, and_ city 
planning staff. 

Explaining his move afterward, 
Groot said that he felt that he, being 
self-employed, would be able to take 
the time necessary to help the 
church solve its problems. 

Although Kittredge expressed 
concern over the propriety of Groot’s 
action, city attorney Tom Clark 
noted that such action, though not 
strictly correct, was nevertheless 
legal and was frequently resorted to 
by city councils in small cities. 

In this case, it was hoped that the 
two-week continuance would give 
Croot and the planning staff a 
chance to work out specifications for 
the school that would allow its 
approval. 

The conditional use permit under 
consideration would only allow use 
of the present church building, 
located at 18821 Yorba Linda Blvd., 
as a school.

One woman, 
Bobbie Schmidt, said that she found 
the ACE program sufficiently 
desirable that her children would 
attend the school even though they 
were not members of the church. 

ACE church schools have been set 
up throughout the country in recent 
years.
